While  many 
people  lamented  the  destruction 
of  the  familiar  old  halls  of  MUS, 
their  grief  was  soon  dispelled  as 
they  basked  in  the  splendor  of  the 
new  building.  Arranged  in  a  more 
traditional  "quad"  format  with 
one  central  courtyard,  the  new 
building  surpasses  the  old  one  in 
functionality  and  aesthetics.  Al- 
most every  teacher  has  his  or  her 
own  office  adjacent  to  his  or  her 


own  classroom,  making  things 
much  easier  on  those  who  previ- 
ously had  offices  scattered 
hither  and  yon  across  the  cam- 
pus. To  simplify  things  even 
more,  the  classrooms  are  even 
grouped  by  subject.  Now  the 
teachers  don't  have  to  search 
forever  to  find  someone  who  has 
an  answer  to  their  problem.  The 
building  has  carpets  throughout, 
including  MUS  seals  at  the  mid- 
point of  every  hallway.

As  this  year's  golf  team  entered  the  season, 
expectations  were  high  for  a  team  that  lost  in  a  playoff 
the  previous  year  for  the  state  championship.  During 
regular  season  play,  the  team  did  not  disappoint 
posting  an  undefeated  record,  including  big  victories 
over  rivals  CBHS  and  ECS.  The  team  entered  the 
regional  tournament  playing  well,  but  fell  just  one 
shot  short  of  the  regional  championship.  Senior  Brice 
Bailey  captured  the  individual  title,  and  the  team's 
second  place  finish  qualified  them  for  the  state 
tournament  in  Murfeesboro.  After  two  practice  rounds, 
the  team  took  the  course  on  Monday  ready  to  avenge 
their  loss  to  Baylor  in  2000.  Sophomore  Scott  Tashie 
fired  the  low  round  for  the  team  with  a  fine  75,  and 
the  team  found  itself  in  second  place  trailing  Baylor 
by  eight  shots.  Even  though  the  team  had  played 
poorly,  they  were  still  in  position  for  a  second  day 
charge,  but  it  was  not  to  be.  Tashie  once  again  led 
the  team,  firing  a  74,  and  finishing  eighth  individually.

The  MUS  harriers,  coached  by  Joe  Tyler,  have  once  again  put  their  name  on  the  Cross 
Country  map  for  the  Mid-South  .  The  Cross  Country  team  started  their  fall  season  in  the 
intense  heat  of  July  by  training  for  two  hours  every  day.  At  the  end  of  Julythe  team  traveled 
to  Boone,  North  Carolina  for  the  annual  cross  country  camp  at  Appalachian  State  Univer- 
sity. The  team  spent  a  week  at  the  running  camp  enjoying  the  change  in  scenery  and  a 
change  in  the  temperature.  They  endured  a  rigorous  100-mile  week,  and  they  returned  to 
Memphis  ready  to  compete. 

The  first  highlight  of  the  season  came  in  one  of  their  first  league  meets  in  which  tthe  Owls 
ended  Houston's  near  decade-long  undefeated  streak  for  Shelby-Metro  races.  The  next 
highlight  of  the  Owls  season  occurred  when  they  traveled  to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  for 
the  Great  American  Cross  Country  Festival.  The  same  group  that  attended  the  camp  in 
August  made  the  trip  to  represent  the  rest  of  the  team  in  mid-September.  The  team  did  rea- 
sonably well  against  the  top  ranked  Cross  Country  teams  from  all  over  the  country. 
The  first  of  the  three  post-season  races  was  the  County  meet.  The  MUS  Harriers  finished 
second  to  the  Houston  Mustangs.  Amin  Shazly  and  Collins  Roll  placed  in  the  top  1 0  of  the 
County.  The  next  race  was  the  Region  Championship.  The  Owls  were  favored  to  win  Re- 
gion and  head  to  Nashville  ready  to  take  on  the  rest  of  the  state.  MUS  placed  first  in  the 
region  race  and  finished  with  six  runners  in  the  top  1 5  spots:  Collins  Roll,  Will  Saxton, 
Amin  Shazly,  Will  Hunt,  Brad  Whiteside  and  Marshall  Goldsmith.   The  final  race  of  the 
season  was  the  State  Championship  race  at  Percy  Warner  State  Park  in  Nashville.  The  Owls 
headed  up  to  Nashville  with  high  expectations.   Saxton,  Shazly,  Hunt,  Roll,  Goldsmith, 
Whiteside  and  Spicer  competed  in  the  race.   In  the  closest  State  final  race  ever  with  only 
nine  points  separating  first  place  from  fourth  place,  the  Owls  ended  the  season  with  a 
disappointing  fourth  place  finish.  The  highlight  of  the  race  was  Collins  Roll's  7th  place 
finish  and  Amin  Shazly's  11th  place  finished  which  qualified  them  for  All-State  honors.

To  maintain  such  a  system,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  every  student  to  be  hon- 
orable himself  both  in  word  and  deed  and  to  report  any  person  violating  the  Honor  Code.  This 
responsibility,  taken  by  the  students,  is  what  makes  the  Honor  System  thrive.

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Whether  one  is  studying  the  French 
Revolution  or  Jeffersonian  democracy, 
the  MUS  student  is  guaranteed  an  excit- 
ing and  intense  class.   Beginning  in  the 
7*^  grade,  an  MUS  student  will  be  ex- 
posed to  the  profound  insights  of  Coach 
Tommy  Harrison,  or  Mr.  Guy  Amsler's 
digression  on  the  "coup  d'etat"  or  the 
proletariat  in  his  World  Area  Studies 
class.   In  the  eighth  grade,  he  will  again 
benefit  from  the  fruits  of  history  in  a  class 
of  American  History  taught  either  by  Dr. 
Robert  Winfrey  or  Mr.  Broer.  The  MUS 
student  experiences  a  different  twist  on 
history  in  a  one-semester  class  Civilization  to  1500,  which 
replaced  the  Computer  Science  class  offered  to  MUS  stu- 
dents two  years  ago.   Continuing  their  scholarship  as 
sophomores  with  Civilization  from  1500,  offered  either  as  a 
regular  or  AP  course,  MUS  students  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  listen  to  lectures  by  Dr.  Harkins  ("You 
couldn't  throw  a  dead  cat  without  hitting  one  of  King 
James'  bastard  children"),  Mr.  Eric  Berman,  or  Mr.  Patrick 
"Black  Belt,  Black  Belt,  Jedi,  N64"  McCarroll,  who  prepares 
students  for  the  future  with  his  asides  on  the  laws  and  prin- 
ciples of  the  Force.  Juniors  will  return  to  the  lectures  in 
American  History,  where  they  might  see  a  different,  softer, 
cuddlier  side  of  the  stern  Mr.  Ray.

Genetic  research  has  become 
more  important,  and  environmental  issues  have  taken  center  stage  in 
our  society,  and  as  students  gain  an  interest,  the  science  department  lays 
the  groundwork  for  the  possibilities  that  may  spring  from  the  twenty 
first  century  mind.  The  department  chair,  Mr.  Bill  Taylor,  and  the  entire 
faculty  of  the  science  department,  Mr.  Bill  Matthews,  Mr.  John  Olson, 
Mr.  Vincent  Beck,  Mrs.  Vicky  Daniel,  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Kilzer  all  work 
hard  to  maintain  a  sense  of  the  stability  of  chemistry,  biology,  physics 
and  earth  science  as  well  as  ignite  the  curiosity  and  imagination  of  each 
student.

Co-Education

Others,  however,  flock  to  French  because  of  its  aesthetic  nature.   In  French  I 
and  II,  students  are  exposed  to  the  basics  of  the  language,  and,  for  those  who  pursue 
fluency,  French  III  and  IV  provide  a  more  in-depth  approach  not  only  to  reading  and 
writing  French,  but  also  understanding  dialogue.  With  his  monopoly  of  the  French 
wing  of  the  language  department.  Dr.  Reginald  Dalle  strives  to  instill  in  each  of  his 
students  a  desire  to  achieve  French-speaking  stardom.  Yet,  Dr.  Dalle's  vibrant 
method  of  teaching,  when  combined  with  French  vixen  Mireille's  exciting  escapades  in 
French  in  Action,  creates  a  solid  foundation  for  the  study  of  French  at  MUS.

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At  8:48  a.m.  on  Sept.  1 1 ,  a  hijacked  American  Airlines  commercial 
jetliner  crashed  into  one  of  New  York  City's  World  Trade  Center  towers. 
At  9:05  a.m.,  a  second  plane  crashed  into  the  second  tower.  As  people 
tried  to  evacuate,  the  impact  and  heat  from  the  crash  caused  the  first 
tower  to  tumble  to  the  ground  in  enormous  clouds  of  smoke  and  debris. 
The  second  tower  collapsed  shortly  thereafter. 

By  9:40  a.m.,  a  third  hijacked  plane  crashed  into  the  Pentagon,  and  a 
fourth  crashed  one  hour  later  near  a  wooded  area  in  Western 
Pennsylvania.  Nearly  4,200  lives  were  lost. 

The  hijackings  were  part  of  an  intended  multitude  of  terrorist 
attacks  on  America  headed  by  Islamic  fundamentalist  and 
wanted  terrorist  Osama  Bin  Laden  and  his  al  Qaeda  terrorist 
network.  Bin  Laden  has  been  making  open  threats  against 
America  for  many  years,  demanding  the  U.S.  withdraw 
involvement  from  the  Middle  East. 

President  Bush  insisted  that  the  Taliban  (the  ruling 
government  of  Afghanistan)  turn  over  Bin  Laden  to  the 
U.S.  When  they  repeatedly  refused,  U.S.  and  allied  British 
forces  began  weeks  of  bombing  Afghan  cities,  including 
its  capital  city  Kabul,  successfully  toppling  the  Taliban 
regime  and  destroying  Afghan  havens  for  terrorists. 


The  2001  baseball  season  was  touted  by  some  as  one  of  the  most 

exciting  offensive  seasons  in  years.  The  World  Series  ended  in  a  surprise 

victory  for  the  Arizona  Diamondbacks,  who  beat  the  New  York  Yankees 

3-2  in  the  seventh  inning  thanks  to  an  RBI  single  by  Luis  Gonzalez.  San 

Francisco  Giants  star  hitter  Barry  Bonds  finished  up  with  73  home 

runs,  breaking  Mark  McGwire's  1998  record  of  70  in  one  season.  Bonds 

also  became  the  first  player  to  win  four  Most  Valuable  Player  Awards.

One  of  the  newest  classes  at  MUS  has  been  the  wood  art  class. 
Wood  art  is  the  brainchild  of  MUS  art  teacher  Curtis  Schmidt,  who 
took  his  own  love  for  woodworking  and  turned  it  into  a  course. 
Students  noticed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  installation  of 
several  new,  large  woodworking  machines  and  a  ventilation  sys- 
tem.

In  April  the  MUS  stage  was 
alive  with  yet  another  wonder- 
ful spring  play  directed  by  Mr. 
Eikner,  musically  directed  by 
Mr.  Hiltonsmlth,  and  designed 
by  Mr.  Saunders.  This  time 
the  play  chosen  was  Satur- 
day Night,  a  musical  by  the 
popular  composer  Steven 
Sondheim,  unique  in  that  it 
had  never  been  performed  in 
Memphis  even  though  it  was 
written  in  1954.  In  fact,  it 
had  just  made  its  West  Coast 
premiere  when  rehearsals  for 
the  show  began. 

Setinthe1920's,  the 
play  opens  with  Ted  (Adam 
Ellis),  Ray  (Matt  Kidd),  Artie 
(Houston  Hagewood),  and 
Dino  (JK  Minervini).  They 
explain  how  they  are  stuck 


with  themselves  every  Satur- 
day Night  without  a  girl  in 
sight.  They  are  soon  joined 
by  the  rest  of  the  play's  vivid 
characters  which  include 
Bobby  (Eric  Wilson),  Hank 
and  Celeste  (Adam  Delconte 
and  St.  Mary's  Polly  Klyce), 
Mildred  (St.  Mary's  Laurence 
Goodwin),  and  Gene  Gorman 
(Kenny  Hickman),  an  ambi- 
tious dreamer  desiring  to 
climb  the  ladder  of  social  suc- 
cess, whom  the  story  centers 
around.  Hoping  to  get  rich 
quick,  he  eagerly  invests  in 
the  stock  market  with  his 
friends.  He  also  tries  to  crash 
various  blue-blooded  parties, 
and  on  one  of  these  outings, 
he    meets    Helen    (White 


Station's  Caroline  Fourmy),  and 
they  both  fall  hopelessly  in  love. 
But  after  miserably  failing  in  the 
stock  market  and  selling  his 
cousin  Pinhead's  (Jeffery  Scott) 
car  to  get  a  loan  on  an  apart- 
ment with  an  unaffordable  rent, 
he  quickly  gets  himself  into  fi- 
nancial trouble,  and  the  situa- 
tion is  irreparable.  But  by  some 
lucky  coincidences.  Gene  gets 
himself  out  of  financial  trouble 
and  does  not  have  to  face  a 
weekend  in  jail.  Other  actors 
who  played  various  roles  such 
as  cops,  lounge  singers,  and 
other  friends  of  the  gang  are 
Cody  Jameson,  Mark  Carney, 
Conor  Quinn,  Hutchison's 
Mallory  Tacker,  and  St.  Agnes's 
Carly  Crawford.

Arsenic  and  Old  Lace

This  year's  MUST  C  Student 
Production,  co-directed  by  Matt 
Kidd  and  Cody  Jameson,  Arsenic 
and  Old  Lace  proved  to  be  quite 
entertaining.  A  classic  farce, 
Arsenic  is  the  story  of  two 
Brooklyn  matrons,  Abby  Brewster 
and  her  sister  Martha— delightfully 
portrayed  by  St.  Mary's  junior 
Laurence  Goodwin  and  senior  Lindsey  Coates-and  their  zany  extended  family:  Teddy  (Adam  Delconte), 
the  most  obviously  insane  of  the  Brewsters,  who  believes  himself  to  be  Teddy  Roosevelt,  digs  the  Panama 
canal  in  the  Brewster's  basement;  Jonathan  (Mark  Carney),  a  psychotic  serial  murderer  who  has 
returned  to  Brooklyn  after  many  years  of  running  from  the  police,  arrives  unexpectedly  at  the  Brewster's 
house  with  his  assistant.  Dr.  Herman  Einstein  (Jeffrey  Scott);  and  Mortimer  (JK  Minervini),  a  dramatic 
critic  and  the  only  Brewster  sane  when  the  curtain  goes  up. 

The  story  takes  a  hilarious  turn  for  the  worse  when  Mortimer  suddenly  discovers  a  dead  body  (Parker 
Long)  in  his  aunts'  window  seat.  The  body,  Adam  Hoskins,  a  Methodist-turns  out  to  be  number  twelve 
for  Abby  and  Martha,  who  readily  admit  to  murdering  old  men  as  a  Kevorkian  style  charity.  To  add  to  his 
comedic  fall  to  insanity,  Mortimer  is  reminded,  rudely,  of  his  recent  engagement  to  Elaine  Harper  (Mallory 
Tacker)  when  she  arrives,  demanding  attention. 

In  his  typical  ham  role,  Adam  Delconte  keeps  the  audience  dee-lighted  with  his  excruciatingly  un-bugle 
blowing.  However,  the  local  Brooklyn  cops  Brophy  and  Klein  (Conor  Quinn  and  Eric  Wilson)  s  barge  in, 
demanding  his  arrest,  at  the  orders  of  local  lieutenant  (Lee  Owens). 

As  all  good  things  must  come  to  an  end,  the  story  of  the  Brewster  family  ends  with  the  arrival  of  Mr. 
Witherspoon  (Kenny  Hickman),  who  has  come  to  take  Teddy  away  to  Happy  Dale  Sanitarium.  Kenny  also 
plays  local  minister  and  Elaine's  father.  Dr.  Harper.  Also  appearing  is  Eric  Wilson  as  Gibbs,  a  grumpy  old 
man  in  search  of  a  room  at  the  Brewster's. 

Matt  and  Cody  did  an  excellent  job  with  the  always-difficult  task  of  directing  their  peers  and  the  play 
went  off  splendidly.  This  production  will  be  tough  to  follow  for  the  poor  souls  who  choose  to  direct  next 
year's  MUST  C  Student  Production.  At  this  time  Matt  Kidd  is  planning  to  co-direct  the  2002  MUS  summer
